ymnasium.  The  response  to  our  appeal  was 
most  gratifying,  and  all  of  lis  at  the  Heights 
u'e  proud  of  the  manner  in  which  the  campaign 
\'as  conducted.  I  do  not  propose  to  begin  con- 
itruction  of  the  gymnasium  immediately.  The 
iite  of  a  permanent  gymnasium  is  a  matter  of 
i|uestion,  and  until  we  can  determine  that  point 
i'e  cannot  proceed.  Meanwhile,  the  new  Audi- 
orium  will  allow  us  to  develop  our  intramural 
urogram  and  build  up  the  physical  educational 
urogram  required  today. 

The  picture  on  the  campus  today  is  a  busy 
ue,  and  a  happy  one.  The  Auditorium  you  saw 
n  Alumni  Day  has  been  finished  off  and  is  to 
e  a  very  active  center.  It  is  my  hope  that  in 
ime  we  shall  be  able  to  make  this  a  permanent 
aiilding,  one  that  will  fit  into  the  campus  pic- 
inre.  The  latest  classroom  building  is  ready, 
ritli  sixteen  new  classrooms  and  ten  offices, 
repared  to  welcome  the  largest  student  body 
ioston  College  ever  knew.  Further  changes  have 
een  effected  in  the  Science  Building  and  in  the 
'ower  Building,  and  I  hope  that  in  your  trips 
3  the  Heights  you  will  find  time  to  look  around 
iiud  visit  the  old  as  well  as  the  new  departments. 

Our  E.O.T.C.  unit,  a  Field  Artillery  unit,  will 
e  established  with  the  opening  of  classes. 
'lasses  will  be  limited  for  the  first  year,  but  it 
ppears  that  we  shall  have  a  most  representative 
roup  of  veterans  and  non-veterans  in  this  unit. 
ifhe  offices  and  classes  of  this  division  will  be 
oused  in  the  Auditorium  Building. 
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The  greatest  activity  on  the  campus  today  is 
the  construction  of  the  new  building  for  the 
College  of  Business  Administration,  where  work 
is  progressing  satisfactorily.  We  expect  to  use 
the  new  quarters  in  the  fall  of  1948,  at  which 
time  O'Connell  Hall  and  the  Museum  will  be 
freed  for  other  purposes. 

Mention  of  the  Building  Program  leads  to  my 
request  of  you  for  this  year.  After  our  Alumni 
responded  to  our  appeal,  we  determined  to  turn 
to  the  public  for  their  support  in  our  ventures. 
We  feel  we  have  a  real  contribution  to  make  to 
the  City  and  State,  and  so  we  ask  them  to  assist 
us.  Here  we  ask  your  support  again,  to  go  with 
us  to  the  general  public.  With  the  record  you 
have  made  for  yoiirselves  in  your  own  campaign, 
we  need  not  hesitate  or  apologize  in  turning  to 
others  for  their  support.  The  school  is  not  new, 
but  well  established,  and  its  graduates  are  al- 
ready recognized  in  their  fields.  To  expand  this 
division  of  the  College,  to  make  it  possible  for 
us  to  equip  more  men  with  a  solid  business  back- 
ground, we  are  erecting  this  new  building.  Your 
class  officers,  acting  for  the  generous  committee 
that  is  heading  this  public  drive,  will  ask  your 
cooperation.  You  responded  before,  I  know  you 
will  do  it  again.  We  can  make  a  great  success 
of  this  program  if  we  can  count  on  the  support 
of  all  Boston  College  men.  I  have  assured  your 
committee  that  you  would  be  with  them.  I  know 
you  will  not  fail  us. 

My  greetings  to  your  new  Alumni  OflScers.  I 
am  confident  that  under  their  leadership  the 
Association  will  become  what  it  should  be,  an 
inspiration  to  the  undergraduates,  a  power  for 
good  in  Church  and  State.

Boston  College  is  i^rofonndly  grateful  to  its 
Alumni  for  making  tlie  Memorial  Gymnasium 
lossible.  It  goes  now  to  the  community  it  serves 
or  additional  support  in  a  position  immeasur- 
bly  strengthened  by  this  demonstration  of 
oyalty,  gratitude,  and  faith  on  the  part  of  its 
lormer  students. 

Yet,  thankful  as  it  is,  the  College  must  ask

earnestly  asking  assistance  in  this  campaign  to 
obtain  support  from  the  general  public.

ON  THE  HEIGHTS 

Amid  mueh  building  activity  the  College  began 
another  scholastic  year  September  15  with  a'n 
all-high  student  enrollment  of  4100.  Entering 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  the  School 
of  Business  Administration  were  1100  freshmen, 
800  in  the  former  and  300  in  the  latter.  The  en- 
rollment more  than  doubles  the  normal  pre-war 
figure  of  1500. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  huge  enrollment 
increase  there  are  now  six  temporary  buildings 
on  the  campus  behind  the  Tower  Building.  Three 
are  dormitories  housing  about  125  veterans.  Two 
are  classroom  buildings  including  the  large 
structure  erected  near  Beacon  Street  this  sum- 
mer, and  the  auditorium  with  a  seating  capacity 
of  1200.  "' 

Work  on  the  new  building  of  the  School  of 
Business  Administration  began  this  summer.  It 
will  be  located  behind  the  Tower  Building  (see 
front  cover). 

E.  O.  T.  C. 

Beginning  this  month  the  new  Army  E.O.T.C. 
will  be  organized.  There  will  be  elementary  and 
advanced  courses  with  students  taking  military 
classes  three  hours  weekly.  Freshmen  without 
previous  military  experience  may  enroll  in  the 
elementary  couree  and  upperclassmen  with  serv- 
ice experience  may  apply  for  admission  to  the 
advanced  class.

JW   Dr.  Michael  A.  Tighe  of  Lowell 

died  April  8,  1947. 
The  following  is  taken  from  the 
May  1  issue  of  "The  New  England 
Journal  of  Medicine": 
"Early  in  his  medical  career  Dr. 
Tighe  became  a  councilor  of  the 
Massachusetts  Medical  Society. 
His  experience  on  matters  of  gen- 
eral medical  and  public  concern  be- 
gan about  the  time  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act  was  passed  in 
1912.  He  believed  that  the  Act 
should  be  amended  (for  the  general 
good.  He  visited  various  district 
societies  and  presented  his  argu- 
ments in  a  convincing  manner  and 
later  appeared  before  the  Legisla- 
ture. The  Act  was  amended  and 
has  since  proved  to  be  a  most  sat- 
isfactory piece  of  legislation.  Sub- 
sequently he  was  an  important  fig- 
ure in  questions  of  public  relations, 
and  his  opinions  were  eagerly 
sought  by  laymen  and  members  of 
the  profession.  He  had  an  uncanny 
sense  of  seeing  through  debatable 
points  quickly  and  was  able  to  clar- 
ify muddled  discussions  in  the  form 
of  a  motion  clearly  and  briefly 
stated.  He  was  always  an  impor- 
tant member  of  a  committee,  but 
he  never  assumed  a  leading  role 
unless  his  opinion  was  fortified 
with  plainly  stated  facts  and  sound 
logic." 

"His  clear  thinking  was  made  evi- 
dent by  the  excellent  manner  in 
which  he  expressed  himself,  his 
enunciation  showing  care  and  fore- 
thought. By  nature  he  combined 
gentleness  with  sensitiveness.  He 
was  appreciative  of  the  finer  things 
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in  life.  He  stood  for  justice  and 
fairness,  and  he  insisted  -on  the 
truth  as  he  saw  it.  In  heated  argu- 
ments he  kept  his  dignity  and  poise 
and  never  created  animosity.  In- 
deed, he  was  a  cultured  and  schol- 
arly gentleman."

Modern  Distribution 
and  Public  Health 


I  HE  war  provided  a  rare  opportunity  for  mass  examination  of  public  health, 
and  it  revealed  that  millions  of  Army  inductees  averaged  an  inch  taller  and 
at  least  nine  pounds  heavier  than  their  World  War  I  counterparts.  From  an 
equally  comprehensive  source  comes  word  that  life  expectancy  in  the  nation 
now  is  over  65,  as  against  49  at  the  turn  of  the  century. 

This  improvement  in  public  well-being  is  influenced  by  many  things, 
and  among  them  the  fact  that  the  nation  has  come  of  age  in  its  eating  habits. 
Consumers  have  learned  to  add  zest  and  variety  to  meals.  Since  1900,  for 
example,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  35  per  cent  in  the'  consumption  of 
body-builders  and  protective  foods  like  fruits,  vegetables  and  dairy  products. 
In  fact,  the  modern  American  not  only  has  a  better-balanced  diet,  but  also 
eats  10  per  cent  more  food  than  his  grandparents  did. 

There  can  be  no  question  about  the  relationship  of  good  health  and  good 
food.  Thirty-five  years  ago,  the  diet  of  each  section  of  the  United  States 
was  limited  largely  to  its  own  produce,  with  fresh  vegetables  available  only 
during  local  production  seasons.  Since  then,  modernized  mass  distribution 
has  eliminated  geographical  obstacles  to  a  sound  year-round  national  diet. 

A&P's  part  in  this  reform  is  its  proudest  heritage.  Its  cooperation  with 
agriculture  in  improving  the  methods  of  grading,  packing,  shipping,  refriger- 
ating and  merchandising  perishables  has  not  only  broadened  the  market  for 
all  farm  products,  but  has  also  made  it  possible  for  the  company  to  provide 
mere  and  better  food  for  the  6,000,000  families  it  serves  daily. 

By  pioneering  quicker,  less  wasteful  means  of  moving  food  from  farm  and 
lactory  to  dinner  table,  the  men  and  women  of  A&P  have  been  able  for  more 
than  87  years  to  do  the  nation's  most  efficient  job  of  food  distribution.
